Meeting Is Followed by 
One of Worst Jams: in 
‘St. Louis History — 
Gonter Urges Stagger- 
ing Workers’ Hours. 


St. Louis experienced one of 
the worst traffic jams in its his- 
tory, in the evening rush period 
yesterday—following a City Hall 
conference on traffic congestion, 
which was attended by represen- 
 tatives of only 10 of 60 large bus- 
iness concerns invited. 

The inconclusive conference 
was called by city officials to dis- 
cuss staggered working hours for 
, concerns with large numbers of 
employes. As it broke up at 4 
p.m., Traffic Commissioner 
Charles G. Gonter: looked out a 
window at the light rain in the 
gathering gloom. He turned to 
the conferees and predicted that 
the approaching evening rush 
would result in one of the city’s 
worst street tieups. 


He was right. Particularly in) 
the period between 5 and 6 p.m., | 


when the heaviest concentration 
of traffic occurs, there were long 
delays in many places. Reports 
indicated the congestion was 
spotty and shifting—now at one 
tight spot, now at another. 
Especially Bad Downtown. 


It was especially bad in the 
downtown shopping district, east 
of Twelfth boulevard. Streetcars 
and busses moved into and out of 
that area with difficulty, as an 
unusually large number of auto- 
mobiles also struggled to enter or 
pass through. 

For some time at the height of 
the rush all downtown streets, 
both east-west and north-south, 
were cog, pine ahs traffic, which 
shuffled slowly along in a criss- 
cross pattern. 

Prohibition of turns at many 
corners forced some drivers to 
proceed in the mixup farther 
than they would have otherwise, 
although it served to facilitate 
vehicle movement. 

This downtown situation was 
accentuated by the last Monday 
evening shopping period before 
Christmas, " 

However, there was no appar- 
ent reason other than the light 
-rain to explain the congestion 
elsewhere. It was not a freez- 
ing rain, and the streets were not 
slippery. Habitually St. Louis 
traffic has been slowed by rain, 
however. 

On the fringes of the down- 
town district and as far out as 
Grand boulevard, movement gen- 
erally was not badly hampered. 
Some of the worst difficulty oc- 
curred for westbound traffic in 
the belt between Grand and 
Kingshighway, where the heavily 
traveled east-west streets fre- 
quently were blocked by cross 
movement on north-south streets. 
The big volume crossing on 
Kingshighway in particular caus- 
ed delays. 

25 Minutes for Mile and Half. 

It took 25 minutes, in the 
period after 5:30 p.m.,.for cars to 
traverse a mile and a half in 
Lindell boulevard between Spring 
avenue and Kingshighway. Driv- 
ers inched along in two lanes 
and occasionally three lanes. 
Within that stretch of eight long 
blocks at that time more than a 
dozen westbound express busses 
and local busses were caught in 
the tieup. They carried several 
hundred passengers. 

Eastbound traffic in Lindell at 
this period was fairly light. Here 
and there westbound cars pulled 
dangerously out of the inner lane 
and turned back east. They found 
other streets to the south also 
clogged. One driver who tried to 
duck this main flow reported 
taking a circuitous, dodging route 
and still being slowed. 

Westbound University street- 
ears took 10 minutes, around 5:30 
p.m., to move two blocks from 
Walton avenue to Kingshighway. 

During the rush it took about 
20 minutes for westbound traf- 
fic to move out of the Express 
Highway over the three-quarter-

16 to perhaps 30. |

VIENNA, Dec. 23 (AP)—Liew- 
ellyn E. Thompson Jr., United 
States high commissioner in Aus- 
tria, today charged the Russians 
with robbing occupied Austria of 
vast oil and industrial resousces 
and causing increasing unemploy- 
ment. 

Thompson charged that since 
1945 oil, industrial products, 
plants and unpaid taxes worth 
$770,000,006 nad “disappeared 
down the Danube without com- 
pensation to this country.” He 
made his accusation in a two 
and a half hour argument with 
Soviet deputy high commissioner 
Maj. Gen. V. Kraskevitch at a 
meeting of the four-power Allied 
council for Austria. 

$19,230,000 More From U.S. 

At the same time, Thompson 
disclosed that the United States 
mission for economic co-operation 
was planning to release to the 
Austrian government this month 
an additional 500,000,000 schil- 
— ($19,230,000) in counterpart 
ai 

Thompson's charges were made 
when Kraskevitch accused the 
United States’s administration in 
Austria with responsibility for un- 
employment which has reached 
200,000, its highest in the last 
few years. : 

Thompson countered by declar- 
ing that while the United States 
had given Austria almost $1,500,- 
000,000 in aid since 1945, Soviet 
exploitation was a major cause 
of unemployment. 

Thompson said if the Soviets 
were “‘serious in their professed 
concern for Austrian employ- 
ment,” they could return some 
600 locomotives and 12,000 plun- 
dered railway cars, withdraw 
their veto over expansion of com- 
munications, end their obstruc- 
tion to the development of avia- 
tion, end travel restrictions in 
the Soviet zone and return large 
areas of farm land now used for 
military maneuvers. 

Asks Troops Be Sent Home. 

He also proposed the Russians 
send home immediately their 
44,000 troops and return to Aus- 
tria its natural petroleum re- 
sources. Thompson said that dur- 
ing 1952 alone, the Soviets took 
1,500,000 tons of oil out of Aus- 
tria worth $76,900,000. 

Thompson also said employ- 
ment could be helped if the So- 
viets restored to Austrian control 
the more than 300 plants they 
have seized and operate in Aus- 
tria. Those plants, he charged, 
had avoided paying taxes amount- 
ing to $126,900,000. 

Kraskevitch told Thompson he 
was “slandering” the Soviet Union

At the time of the interview, 
EDC ratification in West Ger- 
many appeared to be deadlocked, 
but some of the legal difficulties 
have since been overcome. Ade- 
nauer predicted West German ap- 
proval toward the end of January, 
and said that would be followed 
soon by favorable action by 
France, Italy, Belgium, The 
Netherlands and Luxembourg. 
Against German Army. 
Adenauer said he was against a 
German national army, first be- 
cause Germany could not make 
the weapons it needs, and second 
because he believes there should 
be no more national armies in 


Europe. 

He said that “one day” Ger- 
many would be accepted as a full. 
member of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 

He took the position that re- 
unification and Germany’s boun- 
daries will have to be settled in a 
peace treaty signed by the west- 
ern powers, Russia, and Germany 
itself. Germany, he said, will 
have to work with the western 
powers for unification and it will 
be acting wisely to do so. 

“Indeed,” he added, “it would 
be an immense stupidity if any- 
one would enter into negotiation 
with the Soviet Union behind the 
back and without the knowledge 
of the western allies, because 
then they would be entitled to do 
the same. And that might cost 
us our very existence as a na- 
tion.” : 

Views on Russia. 

He said he’ did not attribute 
Russian delay on a request for 
talks about German unification 
to the Ghange Th the United States 
Administration. Russian notes, he 
suggested, have to be taken as 
disruptive efforts directed against 
the EDC and those efforts will 
end when the Soviets find them 
useless, 

Adenauer reported the Soviets 
had stepped up rearmament of 
eastern Germany and saw the 
danger from there increasing, but 
he said the greatest threat comes 
from Czechoslovakia. The Soviets 
are trying to get a stronger hold 
there, ‘he thinks, although they 
are haying difficulites. 

“On the other hand,” he said, 
“the Polish army undoubtedly is 
a serious military factor and a 
reliable military instrument in 
the hands of the Soviets, since 
Soviet .Gen. Rokossovsky has re- 
organized it, equipping it with 
modern tanks and all that and 
staffing it with Russian officers. 

“There exists the posibility that 
the Soviet Union may make dis- 
ruptivé. moves through satellites. 
In that ease, however, the danger 
of a World-wide conflagration 
would not be as great and imme- 
diate as if Soviet Russia did it 
itself.”

He said the driver's license law 
is working “very well,” but is not 
perfect yet. He added it probably 
will be 1954 before it is in full 
operation, with all of Missouri's 
1,700,000 drivers licensed. 


Other Changes Sought. 

Curtis said he plans to ask the 
State Legislature, which will con- 
vene Jan. 7, for several minor, 
technical changes in addition to 
giving him authority to suspend 
licenses of first offenders in spe- 
cific cases. 


As it is now, Curtis, as the rep- 
resentative of the State Director 
of Revenue, can suspend a license 
only if there have been three 
“moving traffic’ convictions in a 
magistrate court or five convic- 
tions in a Kansas City or St. Louis 
police court. 

But if he had the discretionary 
power to suspend for a first of- 
fense in aggravated cases, he feels 
it would be a deterrent to the 
most dangerous type of driver. 

Another question which prob- 
ably will come before the Legis- 
lature next session, Curtis said, 
is the extension of authority to 
suspend licenses for three months 
to all municipal court judges and 
to magistrates.

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Hypnotism Advanced as Reason 
For Abject Confessions of Brave 
Men at Soviet Purge Trials

N the 1920s Soviet researchers were experimenting with hypnosis. 
They obtained volunteers who agreed to submit themselves to deep 
trances, induced by drugs and by other means. One of these 


In the early stages of this young woman’s treatment the scientist 
told her she had beaten her housekeeper’s daughter with a stick. 


She resisted the suggestion. 


Out of her trance she was nerv- 
ous and irritable, but she remem- 
bered nothing. Under successive 
treatments, however, an impor- 
tant change occurred. Bit by bit, 
under subtle pressure of sugges- 
tions, she developed a belief in 
her guilt, 

She became, in effect, an en- 
tirely different person, one who 
had experienced a fictitious event. 

By a similar process she could 
be made to forget it. 

This was only one in a series 
of remarkable and little-known 
experiments. 

There is no evidence that the 
original researchers had anything 
more than scientific curiosity. 
Certainly the experiments were 
of a sort, because of their delib- 
erate distortion of character and 
personality, non-Marxist societies 
would try to prevent, 

Outside the Soviet Union the 
experiments went unnoticed. 
There is good ground to believe, 
however, that someone inside did 
catch their awesome, frightening 
possibilities and that this may be 
the answer to the Soviet purge 
trials. 

Brave Men “Confess.” 


Time after time since the 
Kremlin’s rulers staged the first 
of these trials in Moscow in 1936 
the rest of the world has puzzled 
at the performance of the de- 
fendants. Men of proved bravery 
and intelligence have abjectly 
confessed to appalling sins, some 
of them demonstrably untrue. 

It was scarcely necessary in 
1936 for Prosecutor Andrei Vish- 
insky to shout, “Shoot the mad 
dogs!” 

The Prague trial last month 
was the slickest job yet. In six 
days of testimony, according to 
all accounts, not & single cue was 
missed. None of the defendants 
even appealed his sentence. Elev- 
en of the 14 were hanged in the 
center courtyard of St. Pancras 
prison. The other three are put 
away for life. 

Hypnotism, however, is fit 
wholly satisfactory as an explana- 
tion. It is too bizarre, too little 
understood, too easily laughed 
aside. Yet thoughtful experts who 
have studied all the available evi- 
dence advance it as the only one 
that fits the facts. 

If it is hypnotism, then it has 
been carried to unprecedented 
lengths until there may have oc- 
curred actual transformations in 
personality. 

How else account for the sec- 
retary of the martyred Hungarian 
churchman, Cardinal Mindszenty, 
avidly studying Stalin in his cell? 


Defendants Appear Healthy. 
Spectators acquainted with the 
defendants sometimes have come 
away from trials feeling they have 
_ been watching someone strange 
and different. The defendants 
normally appear well and healthy. 
Physical violence unquestionably 
is used, but if this hypnotism 
theory is correct, physical violence 
is only a preliminary conditioner 
for what is to come, for by the 
time the prisoners reach the 
courtroom, all trace of physical 
mistreatment has disappeared. 
No hangover of corporal punish- 
ment, no threat of future torture 
could prevent a brave man in 
good health from repudiating his 
confession before an astounded 
courtroom and risking instant 
death. Lenin’s own brother, Alex- 
ander, was hanged after a rous- 
ing revolutionary appeal to a 
court, and that has been the high 
tradition of revolutionaries every- 
where when they didn’t succumb 
to the torture itself. 
» Yet such upsets under the Stalin 


system have been so rare as only | 


to emphasize their absence. 

Nikolai Bukharin, a _ tough- 
minded old Bolshevik and one of 
Stalin’s early victims, confounded 
his accusers by observing bland- 
ly, “I’ve forgotten what I was 
supposed to say.” 

Marshal Tukhasheysky, head of 
the Red Army, went to his death 
before a firing squad in June 
1937, “with no remorse and no 
confession.” 

The only important exception 
since then has been Traitscho 


Kostov, Bulgaria’s one-time dep- 
uty minister president, tried with 
10 other persons in Sofia in De- 
cember 1949. 

Repudiated Confession. 
Kostov threw his written con- 
fession into the 
judges on the opening day of his 
trial. Six days later, at the con- 
clusion of the hearings, he still 
insisted he was not guilty on sev- 
eral of the counts, but Kostov 
has been alone, nor did his pub- 
~ denials save him from hang- 

g. * , 

Scientists say that only about 
one person in 1000 is totally im- 
mee to suggestion, properly ap- 
plied, 
The lengthy “investigations” to 
which the prisoners are exposed 
are another of the reasons for 
suspecting that something more 
than normal police work is in- 
volved. One, two, or more years 
of pretrial detention are not un- 
usual. There is plenty of time 
for “schooling.” 
Wladislaw Gomulka, former 
deputy minister-president of Po- 
land and secretary of the Polish 
Communist party, presumably has 
been under arrest ever since he 
“resigned” in January 1949, al- 
most four years ago. He is like- 
ly to be the central figure in 
eastern Europe’s next big “trial.” 
From all indications, it is not 
sufficient for the accused merely 
“to sign anything” under the 
initial physical impact of torture, 
or in the effort to escape future 
pain, or to learn a story by rote. 
What is required is a minute, 
subconscious reconstruction, un- 
der careful guidance and prod- 
ding, of a “crime” that never 
occurred, or at best is connected 
only distantly with reality, to 
such a point that the “crime” 
itself becomes “real” to the pris- 
oner himself. 
At first glance, this would seem 
a far ery from the youthful Mos- 
cow medical student but the gap 
is less than it appears. Essen- 
tially, the “crime” has been the 
same in every one of the purge 
trials since 1936. 

Established Pattern. 
The pattern should be. well es- 
tablished. Its components in- 
variably are conspiracy to over- 
throw the state, sabotagé of the 
economy, plotting against the life 
of the “leader” and espionage on 
behalf of a foreign power. 
With most of the present-day 
crop of Communist leaders the 
interrogators have a long start. 
The leaders have come up in sur- 
roundings of suspicion, of shifting 
loyalties, of abject recantations 
and self-criticism, and every one 
of them has done something du- 
bious or “illegal” to get and to 
maintain his position. . 
The mechanics of Communist 
society make it impossible to sur- 
vive otherwise. The seed of the 
“crime” and the “confession” al- 
ready is planted. It need only be 
watered and trained, 
Another factor in favor of the 
hypnotism theory is the garbled 
state of men’s minds on the rare 
occasions they are released. Some 
of them don’t talk, apparently for 
the simple reason that they don’t 
remember. They have been, so to 
say, “debriefed.” Others remem- 
ber ice baths or glaring lights and 
hours of interrogation, all leading 
to something else on-which they 
are never very clear. No survivor 
of a major purge trial ever has 
been able to tell his experienc. 

This black art apparently re- 
quires a small group of highly 
skilled practitioners, trained not 
only in their twisted profession, 
but in the various languages in 
which they must operate. 

The experts who have studied 
the problem believe these men 
probably are the ones who pose 
as “friends” of the prisoners, the 
guards who smuggle them cognac 
and cigarettes when the limits of 
physical endurance are long past. 
Whoever they are, their secret has 
been well kept. 

Obviously the process is not one 
to be wasted on any but the high- 
est-level prisoners. On a slightly 
lower plane the prisoners simply 
are railroaded without any con- 
cern for their stories.

He also committed the unforgiv- 
able political sin of riding across 
North Dakota on President Tru- 
man’s campaign train, once even 
introducing the Democratic can- 
didate who was running against 
him for the Senate.

They had broken out from behind 
the Iron Curtain and drifted for 
92 days in a small, crowded ship 
to get to America and escape 
Communism. Under our laws, 
they would have been deported 
immediately—but Langer inter- 
vened and saved them. 


A Judiciary Committee agent,

RUSSIAN WOMAN 
IN YUGOSLAVIA GETS 
18 YEARS AS A SPY 


BELGRADE, Dec. 23 (AP) — A 
Yugoslav district court sentenced 
Ljuba Basic, a Russian woman, 
to 18 years in prison today on 
charges of spying for the Soviet 
Union. 

The brown-haired, 31-year-old 
woman was convicted largely on 
the testimony of her husband, a 
Russian-trained former Yugoslav 
flyer who is serving a prison 
term himself and a Cominform 
collaborator. 

Jovan Basic, the husband, tes- 
tified in a deposition from prison, 
along with other witnesses, that 
Ljuba worked for Russia’s 
dreaded NKVD secret police in 
co-operation with the Soviet Em- 
bassy here even before the Com- 
inform denounced the Tito Gov- 
ernment in 1948. 

She denied the charge. She 
said her only contact with Rus- 
sians in Belgrade came through 
two Soviet correspondents to 
whom she became attracted “be- 
cause they had such wonderful 
eyes.” 

The prosecution, however, 
charged that she collected infor- 
mation about a group of Yugoslav 
army officers tried and sentenced 
for Cominform activity in 1949, 
and turned this material over to 
the NKVD.

to piece together a fairly coherent Taft-Eisenhower story. 


The first sweetness and light 
period was ushered in by the 
famous campaign-time conference 
at Morningside Heights. Taft was, 
naturally, delighted by this meet- 
ing, and assumed that he would 
henceforth play a decisive role 
in Eisenhower's policy-making. 


Immediately after the meeting, 
Taft sat down and wrote out in 
longhand. on lined yellow paper 
a draft: of what Eisenhower 
should say at his forthcoming im- 
portant speech on labor to the 
American Federation of Labor. 
This he confidently forwarded to 
Eisenhower. 


Eisenhower Indignant. 


Eisenhower, meanwhile, had 
been genuinely surprised and in- 
dignant when the Morningside 
Heights meeting was pictured as 
a “surrender” to Senator Taft. 
Moreover, he had been develop- 
ing some firm views of his own 
on labor policy. Thus, when Eisen- 


Taft’s turn to be indignant. No 
shadow of Taft’s carefully written 
draft remained. 


This almost caused an explo- 
sion, but Taft was persuaded to 
hold his peace until the election. 
After Eisenhower’s triumph, Taft 
met Eisenhower again. 

Taft’s primary object was to 
obtain Eisenhower’s promise that 
he would not call a labor-manage- 
ment conference to amend the 
Taft-Hartley act, but would leave 
this job up to Taft’s Senate Labor 
Committee. Eisenhower readily 
agreed. 

According to Taft’s interpreta- 
tion, Eisenhower also agreed with 
Taft's fiscal policy, involving an 
immediate reduction in govern- 
ment spending to $70,000,000,000, 
with a further cut to $60,000,000,- 
000 next year. Taft was happy, 
and again all was sweetness and 
light. . 

Then Eisenhower assigned Her- 
bert Brownell, on whom he had 
come to rely heavily during the} 
campaign, to handle appoint- 
ments, and the milk of human 
kindness soon began to curdle. 
This looked to Taft—and not only 
“surren- 
der,” this time to Taft’s old 
enemy Thomas E, Dewey. 


Actually, after his brief meet- 
ing with Eisenhower in Georgia, 
Dewey had had virtually no con- 
tact with the Eisenhower camp, 
and Brownell himself quickly be- 
came an “Eisenhower man,” 
rather than a “Dewey man.” 

Yet the fact remained that 
Brownell had masterminded the 
dashing of Taft’s dearest hopes 
twice hand-running. Experienced 
as Brownell is in other ways, he 
has had no experience in sooth- 
ing touchy senatorial sensibilities. 

When Brownell failed to con- 
sult Taft on the appointment as 
Treasury Secretary of George 


that “if you can’t convert ‘em, 
get ’em to join you.” 

Taft, it was argued, was a party 
man to the marrow of his bones. 
He would therefore go along with 
the program of a Republican Pres- 
ident, whatever his private doubts. 
This school was _ strengthened 
when it became known in New 
York that other senators besides 
Taft, including strong Eisenhower 
supporters, were in a rebellious 
mood. Taft was not the only 
Senator who had not been con- 
sulted about appointments, and 
it was widely felt that Brownell’s 
tight grip on appointments and 
patronage challenged senatorial 
prerogatives. 


Eisenhower himself, moreover, 
is strongly and perhaps wisely 
disinclined to interfere in» Sen- 
ate matters. So it became known 
that Eisenhower had no objec- 
tions to Taft as Senate leader. 
This was generally interpreted as 
a green light for Taft, and all op- 
position to his candidacy instant- 
ly crumbled, much to the chagrin 
of Senator Styles Bridges who, 
despite his protestations of indif- 
erence, wanted the Senate leader- 
ship. At any rate, another peried 
of sweetness and light is now pre- 
sumably in prospect. 


Will it last? 
Master in Own House. 


From what has already’ hap- 
pened it is clear that Eisenhower, 
while anxious to find common 
ground with Taft, is also deter- 
mined to be very much master in 
his own house, the leader rather 
than the led. It is equally clear 
that Taft in no mood to hand 
over his cherished position as 
“Mr. Republican” to another, even 
to a Republican President. 


Like all human relationships, 
the relationship between these 
two strong-willed men is complex 
and unpredictable, but it is cer- 
tainly very possible that another 
‘explosive period may come, and 
the explosion, if it comes, is like- 
ly to be generated by the money 
problem. be 

The kind of spending reduc- 
tions that Taft favors could be 
achieved only by sharply reducing 
defense force levels and cancel- 
ing defense contracts.

high protective tariff views.” 


Taft, who lost his third bid for 
the Republican presidential nom- 
ination to Eisenhower last July, 
seems to have a clear road for 
election as Senate G.O.P. floor 
leader. There have been general 
Republican predictions the two 
can and will work in harmony. 


Monroney said he agrees with 
the recent recommendation of 
Secretary of Commerce Charles 
Sawyer that virtually all out- 
right grants of economic aid to 
Europe should be ended. 


Sawyer urged their replace- 
ment with a limited program of 
purchasing from Western nations 
items needed for the European 
defense effort. Monroney said 
he indorses that view and added 
that “maybe a half-billion-dollar 
program would do the trick” of 
helping the overseas nations to 
help themselves to economic sta- 
bility. 

Monroney said he found’ “a 
contrast nothing less than amaz- 
ing” between economic headway 
made in.

To Rejuvenate Congress 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Senility and seniority in Congress 
have frequently impeded good govern- 
ment and made possible the thwarting 
of the people’s will. 

Too often the chairmanship of an im- 
portant committee, which many times 
permits greater control than that of the 
President himself, is held by a man 
whose thinking is archaic, a man inca- 

able of grappling with today’s prob- 
ems or perceiving tomorrow’s proba- 
bilities. 

Although it certainly must have ex- 
isted before, I first noticed it during 
the last full term through which Roose- 
velt lived. Under Truman it has been 
increasingly evident, and it promises 
to be even more predominant under 
Eisenhower. 

Another problem: Congress some- 
times so encroaches upon the powers 
and prerogatives of the President as to 
make his efforts nearly useless. Safe- 
guards should be established to prevent 
this sort of infringement. 

To have a government truly represen- 
tative of the people’s will, we voters 
must be able to vote into or out of pow- 
er a President, a legislative majority 
and at least one-third of the Senate at 
every general election. 

The Constitutional Amendment limit- 
ing the terms of the President to two, 
although politically inspired, was a step 
in the right direction; however, a more 
urgent need is another amendment pro- 
viding only two terms for Senators— 
12 years. Members of the House of 
Representatives should be elected with 
the President for a four-year term and 
limited to three terms. 

Maximum service of federal officials 
in elected office should be 12 years. 

Tragic and crippling effects of fossil- 
ization—senility and seniority—can be 
eliminated; and to strenghten our peo- 
ple’s voice and thus our democracy, we 
should quickly enact this new amend- 
ment.

Everybody in St. Louis ought to be con- 


siderably cheered up by this development be- 
cause it seems to guarantee the lively interest 
so lacking in the last mayoral election. It ought 
‘to produce some good candidates for what is, 
after all, a mighty important job. 

The Democrats are boasting that they have 
an especially mettlesome stable of entrants. And 
so they have—if all those they talk about really 
would like to fill the office. There is, for ex- 
ample, Raymond R. Tucker, a good professor of 
engineering by trade, but also a man who got 
to know the City Hall as Mayor Dickmann’s sec- 
retary and who won lasting prestige in the com- 
munity by solving the smoke problem, ‘not to 
mention his organization of civil defense. 

Another man of excellent repute is James M. 
Douglas, former member of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court. Then there is Samuel Liberman 
who is in the headlines these days in connection 
with the city’s proposed transit plan. Comptrol- 
ler Milton Carpenter is suggested on the basis 
of his work in the Darst Administration. Mark 
Eagleton is remembered for public service on 
the School Board and the Police Board. Friends 
are eager to throw in Edward L. Dowd’s hat 
even though he has not yet been installed as 


Circuit Attorney. Among other names mentioned 


are those of John J: Nangle, Donald Gunn, Mark 
R. Holloran, Vincent McMahon and Coronet 
Patrick Taylor, all known in the party. 

Some Republicans are working hard to over- 
come the reluctance of former Mayor Kaufmann 
to stand for another term. On his record, he cer- 
tainly would be a very strong candidate. Also 
frequently mentioned is Claude Bakewell who 
lost his seat in Congress in last month’s elec- 
tion. He too knows the City Hall. So do Charles 
Albanese, president of the Board of Aldermen, 


‘ahd Joseph Holland, former city counsellor. 


One curb on premature enthusiasm is that 
most of these men are well settled in careers 
which pay better than does the No. 1 job in 
City Hall. Thus while many persons would like 
to see them become candidates, they are not 
themselves over-eager to get their names on the 
ballot. But the Mayor’s office offers more than 
a paycheck. There is the opportunity to serve 
the community, and good men are impressed 
and attracted by this. They can often be per- 
suaded to run for public office if they are 
assured of the support and co-operation of a 
goodly body of voters. 

That is what makes it probable that St. Louis 
may have the chance next year to choose a 
Mayor from a list of outstanding possibilities. 
The names mentioned here are only the first 
to be brought up. There will be more—especial- 
ly if voters make it clear that they expect each 
party to put up the best man it can find, 
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Action on the Waterfront 
The crimes of the New York waterfront have 
ranged from murder to larceny and extortion. 


‘Most of these have escaped prosecution, as re- 


cent investigations show. But the latest dis- 
closures have finally produced a series of 
arrests. a 

Twenty men, including four stevedoring com- 
pany officers, have been arrested on larceny 
charges. They are accused of working with 
gamblers and loan sharks on the docks. Earlier 
two leaders of the longshoremen’s union were 
indicted for extorting money from a stevedoring 
firm. 

These indictments barely show how far the 
rackets have spread from dockside to union 
hall and company office. The very breadth of 
the hoodlum reign has led Rudolph Halley, 
president of the New York City Council, to at- 
tempt fundamental measures to wreck the sys- 
tem on which the dock racketeers depend. 

Mr. Halley first suggests turning administra- 
tion of the waterfront over to the New York 
Port Authority, to get dock work out of city 
politics.- Repeated investigations have shown 
that the rackets enjoyed political protection. 
Mr. Halley also suggests licensing longshore 
workers to keep criminals and racketeers off 
the docks. 

Then Mr. Halley asks for a City Council reso- 
lution calling for an end to the “shape up.” This 
is the union hiring system which permits a 
union dock boss to say who will or will not work 
on an unloading job. The tremendous power of 
the hiring boss has led to kickbacks from work- 
ers who want jobs, and from companies which 
want no trouble. Those who opposed the system 
have been met with brutality. 

Since the shape up is union procedure, the 
City Government alone may not be able to stop 
it. But as counsel for the Kefauver Committee, 
Mr. Halley learned the power of public opinion 
when focussed against crime. He obviously hopes 
that the union can be compelled to find a fair 
method for hiring longshoremen. 

New York, its shippers and consumers pay 
heavily for the waterfront rackets, in dollars and 
in crime. By this time the area ought to-be 
ready to rally behind Mr. Halley’s plan to clear 
the crooks off the docks. 
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A Good Move for Our Child Wards 

The Board of Children’s Guardians, which 
has just submitted a report of its year’s work, 
did its best work of 1952 in creating the post 
of administrator and filling it. 

All the work of the board — Bellefontaine 
Farms, Meramec Hills and the important but 
little-known Placing-Out Division — will thus 
come under the hand of a single administrator 
who will carry out the board’s policies. Daniel 
J. Sullivan, brought here from the Children’s 
Services in Cleveland, fills this post. 

It is much to be hoped that under Mr. Sulli- 
van'’s guidance the annual report will become 
more and more a means of acquainting the pub- 
lic—whose servant the board is—with the more 
serious and determining aspects of the board’s 
work. Symptoms of underlying faults, breaking 
out usually at Bellefontaine, have too far domi- 
nated the public’s conception of the Board of 
Children’s Guardians. 

The annual report should be made an oppor- 
tunity for acquainting the citizens of St. Louis 
with what they should know about their duty to 
their child wards. It should be telling them 
about the need for a better ordinance on which 
to base its work, the need for more initiative 
coming from the board itself instead of from 
the Juvenile Court, the need of work to pro- 
tect children in their homes instead of waiting 
until they have lost their homes before doing 
anything. This educational work by the board in 
its annual report is all the more important be- 


cause there are so few occasions during the year 
for citizens to learn of the really important 
problems which the board confronts. We sin- 
cerely hope that the appointment of an adminis- 
trator will mean a closer drawing together of 
this agency and the citizens it represents. 


U.N. Recess—and a Footnote 

Although the Russians did their nasty. worst 
—which always shows quite a bit of imagina- 
tion—to prevent it, the United Nations repre- 
sentatives managed to close up shop for a 
long Christmas vacation early Monday morning. 
And it was just as well, Maybe the second half 
of their session, starting Feb. 24, will be more 
productive. . : 

The Communist finale, while a little wilder 
than some of the earlier acts, was typical of this 
session’s general frustration. Mr. Gromyko ac- 
cused the United States of deliberately shooting 
87 men in a Korean prisoner-of-war camp on 
Dec. 14, and demanded an ‘investigation. He 
also told diplomatic fiction stories about 800 
prisoners burned alive in flame-thrower experi- 
ments and 1400 Chinese and North Koreans 
used as “guinea pigs” in atomic experiments. 
He went so far, indeed, that he drew more 
laughter than indignation. But for the sake of 
the formalities, his demand was voted down, 45 
to 5, even though the delegates had to wait 
until 4:45 a.m. to do Jt.. 


These Russian propaganda exercises are so 
heavy-handed that it is hard to take them seri- 
ously. But what was tragic was the Communist 
repudiation of the Indian proposals for a Ko- 
rean truce. Korea was—and still is—the biggest 
issue before the U.N., and this session saw a 
very serious effort to settle it. It is tragic that 
all this work should have been in vain. The 
blame rests squarely on the Communists, and 
their attitude can only mean that they do not 
at this time want peace in the Far East. 


Next in seriousness was the French-Tunisian 
issue which was finally returned to the dis- 
putants, but not before inflicting wounds which 
may be deeper than we think. The French re- 
sented discussion of what they termed a do- 
mestic issue, and they boycotted the debate. 
The important Arab-Asian bloc, on the other 
hand, felt that it got less than full justice be- 
cause of the influence of the Western powers. 


The international organization was subjected 
to a real ‘strain, and at a bad time because of 
American attacks on its secretariat for harbor- 
ing individuals inimical to the United States. A 
measure of the gravity of the pressures which 
some of the bigger members were putting on the 
U.N. was the resignation of Secretary-General 
Trygve Lie. 

Footnote: The United States presidential elec- 
tion and the long gap between administrations 
was generally regarded as a jor reason for 
the bad turn in the U.N. Certainly, our leader- 
ship was not as strong as usual. Therefore it 
has been suggested that the U.N. hold no more 
sessions during such an American interregnum. 
But might it not be a little more tactful if we 
shortened the interregnum, instead of asking 
the rest of the world to mark time from conven- 
tion to inauguration?

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Possible Roadblock to Reform 


Representative Clare Hoffman of Michigan 
will, we hope, change his mind about reorgani- 
zation of the executive department before be- 
coming chairman of the House Committee on 
Expenditures in the Executive Department. 
Otherwise he may prove a roadblock in the way 
of Dwight D. Eisenhower’s efforts to continue 
the reforms begun by President Truman and by 
now somewhat more than half completed. 

The achievements to date were facilitated by 
an act of Congress which allows plans submitted 
by the President to become effective unless 
stricken down within 60 days by a majority vote 
of either House. Representative Hoffman pro- 
fesses to find this method objectionable and un- 
constitutional. 

His objections would be more persuasive if 
they were specific. As they stand, they are un- 
persuasively vague. Does Mr. Hoffman in fact 
have any solid reason, in what has heen done 
or what he fears may happen, for opposing the 
method? 

Surely he cannot fear that Presidential pro- 
posals would become effective without a mem- 
ber’s knowledge. Officeholders whose power has 
been threatened by the changes raise howls too 
loud and prolonged—and too purposefully close 
to the congressional ear—for that. 

The method so far used was adopted to save 
the reforms from becoming lost or indefinitely 
delayed in the committees and procedures of 
Congress. Even under this streamlined method, 
action has been tediously slow and incomplete. 
Anything less would come perilously close to 
standing still. 

Mr. Hoffman, as a good Republican, certainly 
cannot want to see his party’s administration 
less expeditious and less effective about modern- 
izing the executive branch than the preceding 
Democratic administration.

Man’s amazing ingenuity with 
a punch bow! is set forth from Advocaat, a Dutch 
egg nog, to Wassail, an Anglo-Saxon punch with 
a punch. All are complicated, if not dangerous. 

Consider these three forms of the holiday 
spirit: Glogg, Grog and Gluewein. The latter is 
a Swiss device based on red wine and hot spicés. 
Grog is rum on a similar basis. In Glogg, how- 
ever, the Swedes outdid themselves and created 
a bomb in a bowl. For Glogg involves a half 
gallon of port wine and a half pint of grain al- 
cohol, plus sugar, cinnamon, cloves, raisins, pom- 
erans and 20 (count ’em) cardamon seeds. 

All it takes to produce such concoctions is 
know-how, a respect for tradition and a fully 
equipped laboratory. After that, a man is on his 
own. And the only drink which offers a prior 
consideration for the consumer is, Americans 
should know, our own Tom and Jerry. For this 
may include a built-in antidote in the form of 
(it says here) “as much bicarbonate of soda as 
will cover a nickel.” 

With due respect for both tradition and bi- 
carbonate, we hereby return greetings to the 
Sun-Times. May its cup brimmeth over, the con- 
tents being a matter for editorial discrimi- 
nation.

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Echoes of the Vincent Case

The Loyalty Review Board concludes on 
the evidence that “there is reasonable 
doubt’’ as to John Carter Vincent’s “‘loy- 
alty to the Government of the United 
States.” 


The board, to be sure, makes a distinc- 
tion between disloyalty and reasonable 
doubt of loyalty. But it well knows that in 
these days, and perhaps during our life- 
time, the distinction conveys no impres- 
sion. The fact is that in the eyes of society 
a stigma—the modern bar sinister—has 
been put upon Mr. Vincent. 


The members of the Bingham Board 
knew, of course, what they were doing 
when they put this brand upon Mr. Vin- 
cent. They said they were reluctant to 
do it. But the evidence, they said, gave 
them no alternative. 

The people have no means of judging 
what the testimony consists of. The board 
invokes Louis Budenz, though Joseph Al- 
sop had accused Mr. Budenz of a prevari- 
cation, and had 
proved his_ point, 
They call Mr. Vin- 
cent a fulcrum of 
I.P.R. (Institute of 
Pacific Relations) 
pressures and influ- 
ence in the State 
Department. This is 
a meaningless string 
of words. 

They say Mr. Vin- 
cent was influential 
in bringing about a 
change in. American 
policy in 1945 favor- 
able to the Chinese 5.4, Carter Vincent 
Communists. Here is , i 
the nub of Mr. Vincent’s crime. The board 
explains that in Mr. Vincent's reports there 
was “studied praise” of the Chinese Com- 
munists and equally “studied criticism” 
of Chiang Kai-shek. 


The implication ought to be carefully 
pondered. Here is a diplomatic underling 
made to pay for the bankrugfu<y of a for- 
eign policy. To him, forsooth, tvlongs the 
responsibility! 

The case must remind the foreigner of 
the tribal sacrifices that primitive peoples 
indulge in. To add to the injury: the 
underling as part of the payment is tarred 
with disloyalty! 

The repercussions of the Bingham deci- 
sion will be far-reaching. Our national 
security depends upon the skilled work 
of our diplomatic officers in the fields We 
depend upon them for accurate commu- 
nication of what is said and done and 
what seems in prospect—so that our policy 
formulations may be intelligent. 


However, the Bingham Board has hoist- 
ed a warning to every member of the For-. 
eign Service that this is precisely what he 
must not do. He is informed that honest 
reporting is verboten. What he must do 
in his lonely outpost, it seems, is to find 
out, if he can, the prevailing opinion at 
the home center at the moment, and attune 
his observations of “fact” and “opinion” 
on his spot accordingly. 


That's what the Russians abroad do. 
They keep their ears glued to the ground 
for any rumblings they may catch from 
home, try to figure them out, and then 
translate them in their accounts of what 
is happening around them. 

What Mr. Vincent did, we firmly be- 
lieve in the light of our own studies and 
inquiries, was to record and advise as hon- 
estly as he knew how what he saw and 
what should be done. He served his coun- 
try with devotion for 27 years. It was his 
misfortune to be picked out as one of the 
offerings for the propitiation of Senators 
McCarran and McCarthy. 

There are frightened men who say that 
a few—only a few—sacrifices will sate the 
senatorial hounds. But they ought to 
know that appetite grows by what it feeds 
on. They ought to know that this is how 
the wind is sown for the whirlwind. 


The President has an opportunity, in the 
light of the Oklahoma loyalty oath case 
decided by the Supreme Court last week, 
to take a fresh look at the Vincent case 
and at the whole loyalty procedure.

It is one of the tragedies of our times 
that the Communist conspiracy should 
have laid such harsh necessities on free, 
democratic societies. 


Because “disloyalty” can have immeas- 
urable consequences in the context of to- 
day’s cold war it has become necessary for 
government, through duly ,appointed loy- 
alty boards, to weigh the possibly innocent 
mistakes of public officials against the 
possibility that these mistakes were acts 
of deliberate subversive intent. And where 
“reasonable doubt of loyalty” is found— 
though not necessarily proof of guilt—the 
official must be removed from office at 
whatever cost to his reputation and career. 


The machinery for a careful review of 
individual cases has been set up through 
the system of loyalty boards, culminating 
in the Loyalty Review Board. There is no 
reason to doubt that this system is being 
administered with a scrupulous regard 
both for the safety of the country and the 
rights of the individuals under consider- 
ation. 


In the case of two long-time foreign 
service officers of the United States the 
board has found “no reasonable doubt” 
of the loyalty of John P. Davies but “rea- 
sonable doubt” of the loyalty of John 
Carter Vincent. Under the terms of these 
findings it is proper that Mr. Vincent 
should be removed from the State De- 
partment. 


It is also proper that the public should 
remember that Mr. Vincent’s judgments in 
regard to China a decade ago might have 
sprung from ‘honest miscalculation of the 
best course for. the United States to follow 
rather than from Communist conspiracy. 
The review board does not deny this pos- 
sibility; it merely says there is “reasonable 
doubt.” ; 

And there, halfway between the claims 
of absolute justice and absolute security, 
is the point of practical compromise on 
which government policy rests today.

Obviously it 4s a matter of prime im- 
portance that all officials of the United 
States be loyal to the United States; but, 
equally obviously, there are good ways and 
bad ways of determining their loyalty. 


The John P. Davies Jr. case had a rela- 
tively happy ending; but what about the 
John Carter Vincent case? Here is anoth- 
er Foreign Service officer with China ex- 
perience who held high posts under Secre- 
tary Byrnes as well as Secretary Acheson. 
He, too, had been cleared of the charges 
by the State Department; but now the Loy- 
alty Review Board has found that there 
is “reasonable doubt” as to his loyalty, al- 
though it expressly says that it does not 
find him guilty of disloyalty. 

The Loyalty Review Board’s statement 
fails to make clear precisely why it re- 
turned the adverse finding against Mr. 
Vincent; and there is cne sentence in par- 
ticular that is disturbing: ‘The panel notes 
Mr. Vincent's studied praise of Chinese 
Communists and equally studied criticism 
of the Chiang Kai-shek Government 
throughout a period when it was the de- 
clared and established policy of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to support 
Chiang Kai-shek’s Government.” 


If this sentence means that a man can 
be punished as “disloyal’ for the honest 
expression of views which happened to 
be out of line with those prevailing either 
at the time or subsequently in Washington, 
then the proper purpose of the loyalty 
program is being distorted. 

The distinction between expressing un- 
popular opinions and expressing them for 
ulterior motives must never be lost sight 
of by any board considering this type of 
case, from the Loyalty Review Board down. 


And totally irrelevant to a loyalty-secu- 
rity hearing is the question of ability or 
competence. If an officer ig guilty of poor 
judgment or stupid advice, then it is up 
to his superiors to fire him But that is a 
long way—or should m him 
disloyal.

On Life and Letters 


THE DAYS BEFORE, by Katherifle Anne Porter. (Hare 
court, Brace & Co., 273 pqs., $4.) 

It is all too long since we last heard 
from Miss Porter. Like the good guest, 
she never outstays her welcome, but pre- 
fers to leave the reader longing for more. 
This new book is not fiction (and more's 
the pity), but a collection of her best 
occasional pieces written over a period of 
some 30 years, . 


Miss Porter herself draws a sharp dis- 
tinction between her articles and her 
' stories. In a _ curi- 
ously clipped fore- 
word she sets the di- 
viding line thus: 
“My stories had to be 
accepted and pub- 
lished exactly as 
they were written. 
There was no one, 
whose advice I re- 
spected, whose help 
I would not have 
been glad to get, 
and many times did 
get, on almost any 
of these articles.” It 
was the articles 
which served to “get 
me a living so that I might be able to 
write my stories in their own time and 
way.” 


The articles themselves range from 
Mexican impressions written in the early 
‘20s to critical comments and a personal 
credo as this writer penned recently. 
They make up a vigorous pot-pourri linked 
by the consistent attitude that shines 
through everything Miss Porter writes, 
She believes in the independence of the 
artist and the permanence of true crafts- 
manship. She is very curt about passing 
ao as they come and go in fiction fash- 
ons. 


Above all, she intensely admires the 
dedicated artist. In a note entitled “Hom- 
age to Ford Midox Ford” she expresses 
a view uttered 10 years ago but equally 
valid today: “His influence is deeper than 
we are able to measure, for he has influ- 
enced writers who have never read his 
books; which is the fate of all masters.” 
Virginia Woolf, too, excites her admiration . 
as a writer who “never published a line 
that was not worth reading.” Willa 
Cather, W. B. Yeats and Henry James are 
others of her enthusiasms. 


Miss Porter is caustic about some things 
in our technological civilization (“We may 
indeed reach the moon some day, and I 
dare predict that it will happen before 
we have devised a decent system of gar- 
bage disposal”); but her faith in the en- 
durance of art in the world of the machine 
is unshaken, Coming from Katherine 
Anne Porter that is not only consoling, 
but eminently meet and proper.

ITH the able executives designated to fill the second level of 
offices in the Department of Defense, President-elect Eisen- 
hower has virtually completed the slate of men who will take 
over the Government after Jan. 20. It is an impressive list. Log- 
ically enough, in view of the conservative victory in November, the 


Having been 
through the mill of government 
in various posts, both these men 
have learned a difficult and some- 
times painful lesson—an admin- 
istrative office in government is 
entirely different from an admin- 
istrative office in business. That 
is true, they believe, even though 
the move is from the biggest of 
big business to big government.

Control by Congress. 


| General Motors is the largest 
corporation in the world, with a 
half million employes. Yet in 
‘volume of expenditures for arma- 
ments the Defense Department 
does a business equal to the total 
of GM plus the 18 next largest 
corporations in the country. 

What is more, in Congress Wil- 
son and Kyes will have a board 
of directors that frequently exer- 
cises arbitrary authority far be- 
yond that of the board of a big 
corporation. Cabinet members 
propose, but Congress disposes. 

Bigness, with the role of Gen- 
eral Motors in the new Govern- 
ment, is bound to be a subjeet of 
speculation. Gov. Douglas McKay 
of Oregon, the new Secretary of 
Interior, has dealerships in 
Chevrolet and Cadillac in the 
northwest. 


Fascinatingly Big. 


Arthur Summerfield, the new 
Postmaster General, is a Chevro- 
let dealer in Michigan with a close 
relationship with the top manag- 
ment of GM. In the campaign last 
fall, the Democrats frequently 
made this connection a target of 
attack.

GM Pact With Union. 


GM could have lowered prices 
and small competitors could have 
been driven out of business. GM 
officials say they deliberately re- 
frained from doing that because 
they did not want to eliminate 
competition. While exact percent- 
ages are hard to get, GM says 
that since the war the corpora- 
tion has made from 40 to 44 per 
cent of all cars, trucks and busses. 

After the strike which lasted 
for 108 days in 1946, Wilson came 
to terms with the United Auto 
Workers, the largest trade union 
in the country.

The 
Department of Justice is suing 
the Du Ponts, who have a con- 
trolling interest in General Mo- 
tors, under the Anti-trust Act 
and the new Attorney General, 
Herbert Brownell, will have to de- 
cide whether bigness in itself and 
the controls it can exercise are 
inherently wrong.

Easier to Get Favors. 


The patterns of federal-state co- 
operation proposed now is an old 
and familiar one that began long 
ago for building highways and has 
been followed in such social wel- 
fare fields as unemployment in- 
surance, .old-age assistance and 
the like. There’s nothing new or 
revolutionary about it. The initia- 
tive, however, always had to come 
from the Federal Government. 

We'll be able to see in this 
health issue, as in others, just 
how much of sincerity there is in 
the state rights cry, and how much 
there is of what also is recognized 
as a motive frequently. 

That is the insistence of power- 
ful interests of all sorts that 
regulatory measures and welfare 
legislation be confined to the 
states because there they have 
found it easier, in many cases, to 
get favored treatment. 

That is a motivation today be- 
hind state, rather than federal 
control of the marginal coastlands 
involved in the current so-called 
tidelands oil controversy. 


Gift Horse or Hungry Bear? 


It is likewise an influence in 
the effort of the private electric 
and gas utility interests to weak- 
en federal protective statutes and 
regulation which have insured 
fair rates and utilization of our 
water resources in the general 
public interest. And so on. 

It is, in short, wise policy to 
look the “state rights” gift horse 
in the mouth and examine care- 
fully each toothy issue to see 
what are the motives. And to see 
also whether the states really in- 
tend to protect the public interest 
and whether they are equipped 
to do so, as they are not, it has 
turned out, where resources to be 
protected and economic forces to 
be regulated stretch across many 
states.

miles of super-highways in the 
United States.

ADMITS EMBEZZLING $48,000 


PHOENIX, Ariz., Dec. 23 (AP) 
—A $290-a-month member of the 
Maricopa county treasurer’s staff 
admitted last night he had em- 
bezzled about $48,500 of taxpay- 
ers’ money since 1948. 

Philipp John Frankel, who 
handles $20,000,000 a year as 
treasurer’s cashier, told county of- 
ficials: , “I’m glad it’s over. I 
couldn’t have gone on. I was aw- 
fully weary.” 

Frankel said he began with $10 
and $20 thefts in May 1949, when 
doctor bills and living expenses 
exceeded his salary, then $245. 

When the embeszlements 
reached $700, Frankel said, he 
started gambling on horse races 
in a desperate effort to recover.

CHICAGO, Dec. 23 (UP)—Four 
ex-paratroopers. and the Dutch 
underground hero who saved them 
from the Nazis had a heart-warm- 
ing reunion today. Awaiting the 


hero is his Christmas gift—a 
home and job. 

The veterans took Antonious 
Broeren, his wife and three chil- 
dren to see the sights of Chicago 
today, and Broeren, a 31-year-old 
mechanic, beamed with happiness 
as he got his first look at his new 
homeland. 

“Happy good, very nice,” he 
said in his few words of English. 

He had earned the veterans’ 
gratitude in 1944 when he hid 
them in his home, risking death 
at the hands of the Nazis. 

The former paratroopers—Ru- 
dolph Kos of Deerfield, Ill.; Tip- 
ton Webb of Peoria; Tillman 
Beikes of Indianapolis, Ind., and 
Cecil Rhodes of Richmond, Ind., 
were found by Broeren after their 
glider was shot down over 
Schijndel, Holland. 

Broeren, a member of un under- 


ground ring which saved more 
than 300 Allied fighters from the 
Germans, kept the four Ameri- 
cans in his home for 10 
Then they were hidden in the 
basement of the village church 
for 21 days with 20 other Allied 
service men until British troops 
rescued them. 

The paratroopers did not see 
Broeren after their rescue. 

He ran into bad luck after the 
war and finally wrote Webb that 
he had to work “night and day” 
to make $15 a week. He wanted 
to come to this country. 

The four veterans arranged 
passage for the Broerens and 
found him a job in the Cater- 
pillar tractor plant where Webb 
works. 

Webb got a four-room house in 
East Peoria, Ill., and townsfolk 
contributed $1500 worth of fur- 
niture and clothes. 

Broeren, his wife, son and two 
daughters wiJl go to Peoria to- 
morrow to spend Christmas with 
Webb. Then they will move in 
their new home.

BRITON GIVES POINTERS 
UN CLIMBING EVEREST 


Says Swiss Passed Up Great 
Opportunity in Spring 
Attempt. 


‘ LONDON, Dec. 23 (AP)—Eric 
Shipton, veteran British Hima- 
laya mountain climber, says a re- 
cent Swiss attempt to scale un- 
conquered Mount Everest was 
foredoomed to failure but another 
Swiss team missed a wonderful 


opportunity last spring to reach 
the 29,002-foot summit. 

The Swiss mountaineers re- 
turned to Katmandu, capital of 
the Himalayan kingdom of Nepal 
on Dec. 18 after reportedly reach- 
ing a height of 26,574 feet on 
their second attempt. Members 
of the expedition themselves have 
not announced the exact height 
they attained. 

On the spring attempt, one 
member of the expedition was 
said to have climbed to within 
900 feet of the towering, wind- 
swept peak. 

Speaking last night to the 
Royal Geographical Society, Ship- 
ton said the Swiss retreated from 
their first try “a good two weeks 
early and by doing this, they 
missed a most wonderful oppor- 
tunity—perhaps one of the best 
opportunities one. has had to 
climb Mount Everest.” 


The British climber—who him- | 
self once reached 28,000 feet on 
Mount Everest—said the second 
Swiss attempt was doomed to | 
failure because of the weather.

' YOU PROBABLY HAVE BEEN BETRAYED into

But through the years I’ve discerned a pat- 
tern which convinces me that it is always one 
and the same youngster, and that he doesn’t real- 
ly exist, except in the minds of people who will 
believe anything they hear.

There is 
a similarity of literary style, as well as an air of 
general brattishness running through all these 
stories which convinces me they are the work of 
one person, whom I long ago named LeRoy. I 
don’t have a very clear mental image of LeRoy, 
but I seem to get the impression he has more than 
one head. : 

I met LeRoy the first year I was in the news- 

aper business, which was shortly after the Civil 

ar. A woman called me up and said she wanted 
to tell me a perfectly darling thing she had head 
that a youngster had said to a department store 
Santa. The youngster got on Santa’s knee, and the 
old boy asked him what he wanted for Christmas. 
Whereupon LeRoy (for it could have been no 
other) looked at Santa with an air of injured sur- 
prise and exclaimed, “Hell, Santa, didn’t you get 
my letter?” 

I fell for it. My education started the following 
ear when the same story came in from three dif- 
ferent readers, all of whom said it happened on 
the preceding day. It also came in on the wire 
from Elkhorn, Ind., and from Fargo, N.D. 
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WHEN LE ROY THINKS he has pretty well worn 
out one gag, he gets another. During the thirties 
he used to cock an eye at Santa and say, “Hey, 


Santa Claus, how come I saw you kiss mama after 
you put the stuff under the tree last Christmas 
eve?” That one made the front pages for several 
years running. 

A few years after that LeRoy, emboldened by 
success, resorted to physical attack. They were war 
years, and the front page was harder to crack. In 
all the dispatches he was reported as having kicked 
Santa in the shins as he charged: “‘That’s for what 
you didn’t bring me last year!” People everywhere 
showed the item to each other and said, “You see 
where this youngster kicked Santa Claus in the 
shins—ha! ha!”

Ingredients: Three tablespoons 
butter or margarine, three table- 
spoons flour, one No. 2 can small 
green peas, milk, 4% cup cream, 
salt and pepper (to taste), one 
canned pimiento. 

Method: Melt butter in sauce- 
pan; blend in flour. Drain peas; 
add enough milk to pea liquid to 
make one cup. Add one cup veg- 
etable liquid and milk and the 
cream to butter-flour mixture. 
Cook over low heat, stirring con- 
stantly, until thickened and bub- 
bly. Add drained peas and salt 
and pepper. Dire pimiento fairly 
fine and add. Heat gently, stir- 
ring several times. Makes six 
servings.

- Kitchen tests prove that the 
best temperature for baking fruit 
cake is 250 to 275 degrees. The 
length of time depends on the 
weight of the cake. In general, 
the rule is: 244 hours for the first 
pound and 30 minutes additionally 
for every pound after that.

Ingredients: One package pile

Method: Prepare pie crust mix 
according to package directions;

Children Who Cheat

IMMY is 6 and he does not, sad to say, always tell the 
T exact truth. Timmy has other faults which keep him from 

being a strictly “moral” little boy. He usually doesn’t own 
up when he has done something wrong. 

And Timmy cheats rt cards.. Or at whatever game he may 
be playing. Maybe he doesn’t if he’s winning. But he cheats 
whenever there’s the slightest likelihood he will lose.” 

Timmy’s parents have been very reascnable about this. 
They know that many of our morals and customs are imposed 
by our culture and have to be learned by the child as he grows 
up. He does not seem to be born with an “instinct” for tell- 
ing the complete truth, admitting wrongdoing, and playing 
games honestly. And by six years of age many a child has not 
come far in this lesson.

SO THE PARENTS have just gone on unexcitedly, always 
being careful to set a good example themselves, helping Timmy 
to realize the difference between fact and farcy, and helping 
him toward a personal sense of security so adequate that he 
can eventually admit his own wrongdoing—angc will no longer 
need to cheat to win because he will be able to stand it to lose. 
They have avoided as much as possible harsh and unfavorable 
comments about lying and cheating. 

But the other day they came to us with a different, though 
related, problem. They themselves had been willing to take 
the long view and to wait for added age (plus their own ex- 
ample and unemotional admonition) to improve Timmy's be- 
havior. 

But his older brother and sister were not willing to wait. 
Lying is wrong. Cheating is wrong. And if Timmy does either 
they call it to his attention, loudly, forcibly. “Timmy's cheat- 
ing. We won't play with him! He’s nothing but an old cheat!”

NOW WHAT TIMMY’S PARENTS want to know is— 
should they prevent the older children from talking like this? 
If Timmy has a “right” to take his own time, or Nature’s own 
time in learning to be honesi, should not his brother and sister 
try to refrain from adverse comment? 

We think not. That is the complex and interesting thing 
about a large family—that the “rights” of the different mem- 
bers often seem to conflict. We suspect that Timmy's brother 
and sister are bolstering up their own recently acquired morals 
by criticizing any breach of such morals on Timmy’s part. It 


is probably asking too much to expect them to consider any ~ 


breach of truth on their own part to be “lying”—but on 
Timmy's part mere confusion of fact and fancy. An adult can 
make such ¢ distinction. Not so the averege child of from 
7 to 10. | , 

Actually, their harsh treatment of Timmy may have a 
beneficial effect. For the world at large is not going to be 
as considerate of Timmy as are his parents. And his brother’s 
and sister’s treatment of him gives him a good sample of what 
the outside world will expect. It is a cultural pressure which 
will help him to develop his sense of right and wrong in self- 
defense.

ERE is an expression popular 
w in American speech, that 

would seem truly character- 
istic of this young country, one 
that is still so close to its pioneer- 
ing days, that is, in the span of 
Western history. Only a few gen- 
erations ago, the American who 
went West and struck it rich 
offered a good subject for authors 
playing upon the metaphor of the 
“rough diamond” to characterize 
éne whose heart was in the right 
place if his knife and fork were 
not, one of intrinsic worth but 
rough exterior. Ang yet the 
phrase is not of American origin. 


Allan Ramsay, the author of 
the verse given above, was a 
Scottish poet born in the century 
when the first town in New Eng- 
land was settled. He was 14 years 
old in 1700, when John Dryden 
published his “Fables,” in the 
preface of which Dryden wrote: 
“Chaucer, I confess, is a rough 
diamond; and must first be pol- 
ish'd, e’er he shines.” 


Thus it was an English poet 
who authored this phrase, “a 
rough diamond,” or “a diamond 
in the rough.”

ON INSULATION. 
HE minute someone decides 
T to insulate an attic, a garage 
or maybe the entire house he 
gets to brooding about what sort 
of insulation he should use. There 
is no set rule on this subject but 
you will find that some are easier 
to use in some locations than oth- 
ers. i 
For example, if you are going 
to insulate the attic floor be- 
tween the floor joists the logical 
kind of insulation to use would 
be the loose fill variety which 
comes in a bag. This is just poured 
out between the joists and then 
spread out evenly with a piece of 
board.
